How to Cure a Felon, 


The following in the College and Clinical 
Record, by OC. C, Gratiot, we give for what 
itis worth, An opportunity to try it may 
present itself at any time, It 1 @ method 
that is a modification of the familiar, old 
Trish ‘‘soap and sugar” cure. 

“One day in July, 1883, after returning 
from a call in the country, l found agentle- 
man Waiting in my oflice to consult ime 
about a folon, that was giving him a proat 
pain, upon'the index finger of the left 
hand. While waiting for mo he piokod up 
one of my medical journals, and “Tread an 
artidlo entitled *How to Cure a Felony’ 
My pationt asked mo to try it og him, 1 
advised him to lot. me make « fred -incision 
down to the bone, belioving it the only 
course to pursue that amounted to auything 
in tho treatment of paronychia. Ashe was 
a little timid, and insisted on my trying 
the other plan, I consented. The mode of 
treatment is this, and I quote the writer's 
own words; ‘Tako common salt, roasted 
on a hot stove until all tho chlorine gas is 
thrown off, or it is as dry as you can make 
it. Ton tea-spoonful, and also a tea 
spoonful of pulvesized Castile soap, add a 
tea-spoonful of Venice turpentine; mix 
them well into a poultice and apply to the 
folon. Ifyou have ten felons ut once 
make as many poultices. Renew this 
poultice twice aday. In four or five days 
your folon will, if not opened before your 
poultice 18 lirst put on, presenta hole down 
to the bone, whore the pent-up matter was 
before your poultice brought it out. If the 
felon has been cut open or opened’ itself, 
or is about to take off the finger to the first 
joint, no matter, put on your poultico; it 
will step right thero, and in tinte your 
finger will get well even if one of the first 
bones is gone. Of course it will notrostore 
the lost bone, but it will get well soon.’ 

‘So far as my faith went in the treat- 
ment of a felon in that way, I never would 
have tried. it. My patient came back to 
me in four days, with pain and thtobbing all 
gone, and with no tenderness or swelling. 
Upon removing the poultico there was a 
round hole down to the bone, discharging 
a bloody, thick pus, such as 1 have some- 
timos seen come from acute ulcers. He 
stated that after tho first application of the 
poultice, about eight hours after he left 
my oftice, he suffered no, more pain; in three 
days more he was almost entirely well. 
This induced me to determide to try it on 
other felons that 1 might be called upon to 
treat ; and from July until the middle of 
October a great many felons occurred 
among the farmers, caused by the frequent 
handling of pitchforks in making hay, and 
in stacking and threshing grain. Suffice it 
to say I tried it on seven cases of felon,and 
it hover once failed mo. It is simple in 
preparation, and the soap and salt are al- 


ways at hand, which with a faw cents’ 
worth of Venice turpontine wif make 


many poultices. Tho cases in which I 
used it got well more rapidly and suffered 
less, pain and the finger regained its nor- 
mal condition more quickly, than after in- 
cision or any mode of troatmont I had eyer 
previously adopted.” 


The United States Navy. 

The new nayy register for 1880, which 
bears the date of February Ist, gives a tol- 
erably clear idea of the state to which the 
navy lias been reduced in number and size 
of vessels in the United States Navy. 

There are to-day just thirty-five service- 
able steam cruising vessels in the United 
States. navy. Tho largest of these, the 
Tonnesseo; is of 4,480 tons’ displacoment ; 
three others have a displacement of above 
3,000 tons ; eight others have upwards of 
2,000 tons displacement, and the remain- 
ing twenty-three run downwards from 
1,900 to 420. This showing does not im- 
prove on obserying that.tho vessels are all 
wooden except five of the smallest, which 
average four or five hundred tons each and 
are iron. 

There are of course, many more vessels 
in thonayy, including a dozen wooden 
sailing vessels, some of them quite roomy, 
which serye well as training or school 
ships, receiving ships and store ships. 
Thore are fifteen tugs, which do good seryice 
at theyards,and of which two-thirds areiron, 
adorned by dolicate feminine names. like 
Nellie and Nina, or botanical ones like Cat- 
alpa and Mayflower, There are fourteen 
small ironclads of the Passaic and Canonicus 
pattern, relics of the war, all of ‘thom re- 
quiring repairs to make them serviceable. 
There are the five double turreted monitors 
which Congress at its last session refused 
to complete, There are three wooden first 
rates, the Franklin, Wabash and Minno- 
sota, the first two of which are only of uso 
as reciving ships, and the other asa gun- 
nery training ship. Their withdrawal from 
nea Bervice has beon officially recommend- 
ed. There is the New York, still ob the 
stocks and sound inhall,*but Congress last 
winter refased to complete her because she 
would be so slow as to be of littlo valuo, 
Finally, there is the Thetis, one. of the 
survivors of the Greely relief expedition, 
and the two torpedo rams, of which one is 
undergoing alterations and the other is out 
of commission. 

Thus an aggrogate of 88 boating crafts in 
various stages of construction of dilapida- 
tion, could be reckoned up for the navy, 
But the only serviceable crusing vessels are 
the 36 first mentioned, and to got that 
number we must. include the fished-up 
Tallapoosa and hor sister paddlewheelors,

Tho little Republic of San Marino is on- 
closed in the kingdom of Italy. Itis bound 
od on the north,east and south by the pro- 
vines of Forliand on the west by that of 
Pesaro. Itstorritory covers about 22 square 
iniles, The population humbers 8,508 souls 
and the capital, San Marino, has 1,200. It 
is perched, on the summit of a mountaincal- 
led Mount Titan, or the Giants, which 
somotimes leads to the little State being 
termed tho Titanic Republic. Its origin 
dates from the Fourth century, and for he- 
raldio bearings it has the following: Ar- 
gent, three strong towers, azure of three 
rocks on the same; three curved flames, 
gules, issue from the towers and crown 
thom. The motto is **Libertas.”” Tho es- 
cutcheon is surroundod by. flags and sur- 
mounted by a crown, indicating a soyer- 
eign State. The republic has an order of 
chivalry, created in 1838, under the name 
of Order of San Marinos. It consisw of a 
Greck cross with tuwers at the four angles; 
and in the centre a. medallion with the 
arms of the Rwpublic surmounted by a 
princely crown, closed avd suspended by a 
striped blue and white ribbon. These are 
the national colors, 

In 1796 Bonaparte, after defeating the 
Austrians, sent the celebrated mathemati- 
cian, Mongo, to compliment the free moun- 
taineers and make them offers of aggrand- 
izement, but they very politely and very 
prudently declined, When Italy became 
a kingdom Napoleon desired to preserve 
this small State intact. **It is a rare sam-

TOBAGCO-AND OPIUM, 


» Let tlie earth bring forth grass, tho herb yield- 
ing séed,—Genesis i., 11, 

The two first-born of our earth were the grass 
blade and the herb, They preceded the brute 
creation aod the human family. The grass for 
the aninal creation. ‘The lierb for human ser- 
vice. The cattle came and took possession of 
their inheritance, the grass blade, Man came 
and took posseasion of his inheritance, the herb, 
We have the herb for food, as in case of hunger; 
for narcotic, as in case of insomnia; for anodyne, 
as incase of parbxyem ;. for stimulant, as when 
pulses flag under the weight of disease. The 
caterer comes and takéa the herb aud preserits 
it in-all styles of delicacy.” The physfeian comes 
and takes the herb and compounds it for physi 
cal recuperation. Millions of people come and 
take the herb for ruinous physical and intellect: 
ual delectation. The herb which wus divinely 
created and for good purposes has often been de- 

raided for bad result, There is a useful and a 

atieful employment of the herbaceous kddgdom. 
There sprang up in Yucatan of this continent a 
herb that has bewitched the world. In the fif 
teenth century it crossed the Atlantic Ocean and 
captured Spain. Afterwards jt captured Portu 
gal, Then the French ambassadors took it to 
Paris and it cuptnred the French empire, Then 
Walter Raleigh took it to London and it cap 
tured Great’ Britain. Nic tians, called or as

ous and otiér troubles” I shalinot answer the 
question in regard to any particular case, but 
shall deal w ith the subject ina more general 
way.

good?” Yes. Woll then you say, “If God i 

good and He created tobacco He must have cre 

ated it forsome good purpose.” Yes, your logic

Virst of all, We must advise them to abstain 
from the use of Loacco because of all the medi 
cal fraternity of the United States and Groat 
Britiain agree in avcribing to thia habit territic 
uubealth. The men whose lifetime work is the 
study of the science of health say so, and shall I 
sot up my opinioh againat thoire t Dr A now, 
Dr, Ricott, Dr, Barnos, Dr, Rush, Dr, Mott, 
Dr. Harvey, Dr. Hossack—all the Tootors, allo- 
pathic, homwopathic, hydropathio, eclectic, de- 
nounce the habit as a matter of unhealth, Adis- 
tinguished physician declared he considered the 
use of tobacco caused 70 different styles of dis- 
ease, and he says, ‘OF all the cases of cancer ia 
the mouth that have come under my observa- 
sion, almout in every case it has been nscribed 
to tobacen.” The late Dr. Johu C. Warren, of 
Boston. than whom there is no higher authority, 
says, ‘‘I’or more than 30 years, I haye been in 
the habit of enquiring of patients who came to 
me with cancer of the tongue and lips, whother 
they used tobacco, and if so, whether they chew- 
ed or smoked, and if they haye sometimes an- 
awered in the negative as to the first question, | 
can truly say to the bestof my knowledge ond 
belief such cases are exceptiona to the goneral 
rule, When, as is usually the case, one sido of 
the tongue is affected with ulcerated cancer it 
arises from the habitual retention of the tobacco 
in contact with this parti" The united tosti 
mony,of all physicians ia that it depresses, tlic 
neryous syatem, that it takes away 25 por cent, 
of the physical vigor of this generation, and 
that it goes on as tho years multiply, and dam 
aging this generation with accumulated curse 
it strikes other centuries. And if it ix so 
deleterious to the body, how much more de- 
atructive to the mind, An ominent physician 
who was the superintendent of the insane 

asylum: ot) Northampton,’ Mass, says : 
‘Pally one-half of the pati¢nty we get in our 
asylum bave lost their intelloct through the 
use of tobacco.” If it 18 such « bad thing to in- 
jare the body, what a bad thing, what a worse 
thing it is to injure the mind, and any man of 
common sensé knows that tobacco attacks the 
nervous system, and everybody knows that the 
nervous system attacks the mind? Beside that 
all reformers will tell-you that the use of tobacco 
creates an unnatural thirst and itis the cause of 
more drunkenness in America to-day. than any- 
thing else, In all cases where, you find men 
taking strong drink you find they use tobacco. 
There are men who use tobacco who don’t use 
strong drink, and all who take strong drink. use 
tobacco, and that shows beyond controversy 
there is an affibity betiveen the two products, 
There are reformers here to-day who will tell 
you itis impossible foramanto reform from 
taking strong drink until he quits tobacco. In 
many of the cases where inon liave been reform. 
ed from strong drink and have gone back to 
their clips, they have teacified that they first 
touched tobhevo arid thén they surrendered to 
intéxicants, I say in the: presence of this as- 
seinblage to-day, in which there are many phy- 
sicians—and they know that what I say is true 
on the subject—that the path way to the drunk- 
ard’s grave and the drunkard’s hell, is strewn 
thick with,tobacco leaves. What has been: the 
testimony on this subject? Is this a mere state- 
mont of a preacher whose business it is to talk 
morals, or is 1t the testimony of the world just 
as emphatic? What did Benjamin Franklin 
say? ‘‘T never saw a well man in the exercise 
of common sense who would say that tobacco 
did him good.” What did Thomas Jefferson 
say? Certainly he 1s good authority. He says 
in regard to the culture of tobacco: “It is a 
culture productive of infinite wickedness,” 
What did Horace Greeley say of it? ‘It is a 
profane stench.” What did Daniel Webster say 
of it? ‘Tt those nen must smoke, let them 
take the horee-shed !” One reason why the habit 
goéd on from destriction to destruction id that 
5D tnaby ministers of tle Gospel take it. They 
smoke themselves into bronchitis, and then the 
dear people have to send them to Europe to get 
them restored from exhausting religious ser- 
vices! They smoke until the nervous system is 
shattered. They smoke themsélves.to death. I 
could mention the names of five distinguished 
clergymen who «lied of cancer in the mouth,and 
the doctors said in every case it was the result 
of tobacco. The tombstone of many «minister 
of religion has been covered all over with hand- 
some eulogy, when, if the true epitaph had been 
written, it would have said, ‘ Here lies a nan 
killed by tuo much cavendish!” They smoke 
Until the World'is blue, and thair theology is 
blue, and everything ix blue. » Tha time may 
have been when God passed by such wickedness 
on the part of the American clergy, but now God 
demands that every minister of religion who 
smokes or chews, repent, How cana man 
staud in the pulpit and preach on the subject 
of temperance when he is indulging in sah a 
habit as that? I have seen a cuspidore in a 
pulpit into which the holy man dropped his 
cud before he got up to read about “ blessed 
are the pure in heart,” and read about the 
rolling of sin asa sweet morsel under the 
tongue, and to read about. thesunclean “criin 
minals in Leyiticus that chewed the cud, TI 
haye known meetings of; Presbytery and 
General Assembly and General Synod where 
they had « room for the ministers to sinoke in. 
Oh, it is.a sad thing to sce a man consecrated 
to religions purposes looking around for some: 
thing, and first you think ho is looking around 
fora large fiold of usefulness, but you tind out 
afterwards he’ is looking around for a place 
Whore he can discharge a mouthful of tobacco 
juice!

AFTERNOON DESPATCHES. 
STRUCK AN ICEBERG. 


THE CITY OF BERLIN COLLIDES WITH AN ICE 
MOUNTAIN. 


The Ship not Seriously Injured. 
Gen. Grant Not so Well. 


New York, May 23,—Tho steamship City of 
Berlin on the 19th inst,, at 3:35 a.m., struck an 
iceberg in a dense fog. The engines were going 
yery slow at the time, J'he bowsprit and head 
work were carried away, but no damage was 
done below the main deck line. At 4:15 she 
proceeded slowly, At 6:24 she passed another 
iceberg, and still another at 8:30. The steamer 
had 143 cabin and 1,139 steerage passengers on 
board. 

James O'Rourke, a cabin passenger, says all 
went well until approaching the banks of New- 
foundlad, when a thick fog set in on Monday, 
the 18th inst, which continued until the 20tli, 
The ship was run at half speed during the fog, 
and the steam whistles were kept blowing. On 
Tuesday morning about 2.30 the ship came in 
collision with an immense iceberg, which carried 
away the jibboom, bowsprit, figure-head and all 
the gear attached, and, stove inthe bow by 
breaking the iron plates, deck planking, iron rail- 
ing, etc, 


Many tons of ice fell upon the forecastle deck, 


breaking it through and gotng down in the hold, 


The two men on lookout hada narrow escape 
& so thick that they 
could not see the iceberg until it came tumbling 


with their lives, the fog bein 


on the forward deck, where they were standing, 
causing them to run for theirlives. 
At the time of the shock Chief Officer Turle- 


ton and second Officer Barker were on duty on 

the bridge, and with great promptness Barker 

rushed to the bow to ascertain whether the ship 

was cut through below the water Jine, at the 

same time giving orders to cut away the Jash- 
i 


ings of the life rafts and boats and prepare them 


for lowering in case the ship should sink, Two 


of the boa! swung out and the others were 
being put in rendiness, whon it was discovered 


that the ship was not making water and the 


order was countermanded, 


The passengers were all asleep in their berths 


at the time of the collision, but being awakened 
by the sheck they immediately sought the deck 


and ran to andfro screaming and praying, not 
knowing but htat they would go down with the 


ship in a few moments. There were 7t cabin, 
69 intermediate and 1,138 steerage passengers 
and 142 in crew, making a total of 1,423 souls. 
When it was learned that the vessel was in no 
danger of sinking the excitement subsided, 
ew York, May 23.—Gen. Grant's rest last 
night was much broken on account of a severe 
pain in the throat, which continues to-day.

LATEST FROM CALGARY. 
SENSATIONAL INDIAN RUMORS |) DENIKD— BIG 
BEAR'S POSITIONS 

CaLcany, N.W.T,, May 21,—T lic oflicial 
courier, Alexander McDonald, of Calgary 
arrived this evening fron Edthonton Arhich 
place he left last Monday ebening. The 
extra courier, McDonough, #lso arrived by 
a different trail from Red Deer. Both 
brought despatches. Your correspondent 
interviews with these couriers this 
eyeuing, “They ave reliabloyintelligent mon 
and personally known to your torréspond- 
ort. McDonald pronounced “jeatly all 
the sensational rumors which haye been in 
circulation north of Red Deer and South of 
Edmonton *' Big Injun.”" He says most of 
these reports aro manufactured ) by. toams- 
ters and freighters ch route tépass away the 
time. ‘The Government system of couriers 
established by Major Dowling is such as to 
secure the latest information from Major- 
Gevoeral Strange’s position iim least threo 
‘days. ; 

General Strange has, deemed it adyis- 
able not to move east/of Victoria, as reliable 
scouts had reported that Big Bear was en- 
trenched in the Smoke Hills district of 
Saddle Lake. It is a most inaccessible 
cothtry, and is well hoséi for defensive 
Operations. It shows plainly, after all,that 
wary Big Bear.is not on the offensive, but 
has soughtcover from the forces under 
Major-General Strange and Major Steele, 
Whvse'raputation as/ fighters has preceded 
them. McDonald infornis m6 fhat an os- 
caped prisoner, a half-breed; from Big 
Bear’s camp, is accompanying General 
Strange, and willat the propery time,iden- 
tify those Lndians who have committed ox- 
cesses and overt acts. This half-breed, 
whose name McDonald could not remem- 
ber, says that-all. the -white prisoners in 
Big Bear's camp are being well treated. 

He denies the stories of Mrs, Dolaney's 
death and ill-treatment, notwithstanding 
positive reports to the contrary. That the 
Governments cannot send provisions and 
supplies to Edmonton too soon seems to be 
the well founded opinion in autlioritative 
circles here. Wedo not know what will 
occur there if provision is not soon made, 
because most of the settlers around Edmon-

Wiuynirec, May 22,—A telegram from 
Clark’s Crossing announces that Riel is be- 
ing taken, to Regina by Swift Current, up 
the Saskatchewan river.

BayrteFrorp, May 22. —Un the evening 
of the LO9th four waggous were been ap- 
proaching, the foremost bearing a white 
flag. When they reached us the teams were 
found to contain 20 of the teamsters cap- 
tured on the Swift Current trail, Fontaine, 
who was wounded and fell into the hands 
of the Indians, some friendly half-breeds, 
and Rey. Father Cochin, missionary to 
Poundmaker’s band. The teamaters wore de- 
lighted with their release. Thoy state that 
while on the trail they were surrounded by 
100 Indians. They had noesvortand but little 
ammunition, and yielded to the demand to 
durrender theirarms. The Indians promis 
ed them escort, but the Stoneys compelled 
them to return to camp, Where they were 
well treated. Poundmaker was very polite, 
and the half-breeds waited upon them and 
attended to their wants. Three bags of 
newspapers were in the mails captured and 
were opened, The news Of the surrender 
of Riel demoralized the Indians,

Arabs,

The month of the Ramadan liad paseed, and 
through it all good, strict Mohammedans had 
fasted, as Christians do daring Lent. A week 
before, I had landed at Aden, on the south 
const of Arabia, from the Bombay/steamer, and 
had worked my way tothe north nearly two 
handred miles, through a beautiful hilly count- 
ry, to the old. city. of Sena,, Oh} it; was a 
praaire, strange place! Dead? It looked as 
though it had been dead, or perhaps I might 
say asleep, for a thousand years, As I rode in 
through the wall to find the house of Mustafa, 
the merchant to whom my letters required mo 
to wo, houses without anly sign of life, streets 
with only a man visible here and there, were all 
that I saw. When one of.them passed. me he 
seemed to be in deep mourning for some friend. 
Hié long black eloak, his solemn face, his slow, 
quiet step, the gravely melancholy manner in 
which he answ: my saltitation, were all ve 
mournful. I thought if this was life in Sena, £ 
should Le glad to get away as quickly as I could. 

But what a change met me the next morning! 
All the gloom had been because on the last two 
days of the Ramadan they hold a special fast 
for the dead. But, like light out of darkness, 
the next day comes the ‘Children’s Festival,’ 
And bright and early they roused me; even be- 
fore the muezzin’s call to prayer was sounded 
from the mosque I was witked” by the joyous 
shouts and laughterof the children, aided by 
the frolicking *Yoo-yoo"of the mothers and 
nurses, And when I reached the street, why, 
what had become of the black cloaks, the slow 
er and the mouraful looks? 

wo bright-looking boys about ten years) old 
came up to me as freely and pleasantly as 
though they had known me for years, and with 
a graceful, respectful gesture each gave mé’ the 
utation ‘Salaam Aleikoum!'—the peace of 
God be with you—and passed on to greet some 
one else. Both were decked out from head to 
foot in brilliant colors. Their outer gannente 
were green and crimson. I noticed that the 
two boys were alike in size and in age, but.very 
different in looks. One had a face and eyes on 
which was the stamp of brightness and rank,and 
his coat was of the richest gren_ silk, fairly 
loaded with embroidery of gold,and his crimson 
silk scarf was heavy with yold.
